The front of the cabinet is rectangular 
for projecting the rectangularly formed raster display, the front having a screen (as shown 
throughout the embodiments). The front opening includes sides 32 that are curved. 

As for claim 3/1, the curves of the opening sides are directed towards the center of the 
screen, as shown in the embodiments (including the rear projection embodiments in Figs. 15 and 
21).
